The Proposed Elk Park—No More Attorney-General Cross Introduces

In the committee of the whole in the 
legislature yesterday, when the amend- 
menis to the game ordinance came un- 
der discussion, F. A. Walker, by €X- 
plaining one of the amendments there- 
to, brought it to the attention of 
the House that Alberta is soon to have 
a deer forest that in extent and the 
variety of the big game that will in- 
habit, will probably be secord to none 
in Canada, except possibly Banff. 

It is known to all who are familiar 
with such matters in Alberta that 
practically the last of the elk, in the 
feentral north at least, 
jn a band variously 
forty to one hundred which is at 
present making its stamping grounds 
in the Beaver Hills, to the east of Ed- 
monton. As Mr. Walker explained, 
some of the residents of his constitu- 
ency, being very desirous of preserving 
the band, approached the Minister of 
Interior on the occasion of his recent 
visit to the city and asked ‘that he 
lay the matter before the Government 
at Ottawa and induce them to build a 
fence around a tract of 
part of the country, 
lar tract was known to be the haunt 
of the elk. The Minister of Interior 
replied that the Government would not 
be very likely to undertake anything 
of the kind unless they had some guar- 
antee that there would be a fair pos- 
sibility to gat the elk inside the fence 
after it had been built, whereupon the 
Fort Saskatchewan men offered to put 
up @ cash dond of $5,000 as a guaran.ee 
that within ten days after the fence 
was built they would have at 
twenty elk within the enclosure. 
guarantee was considered an 
of faith ‘in the scheme that 
well be overlooked, and the minister 
promised to do what he could to have 
the land set aside for the purpose of a 
deer park fenced.

Bill which Empowers Municipali- 
ties to Establish Plants and 
Connect with Provincial 

i Lines 


In the estimates which were laid on 


an item providing $25000 for the pur- 
pose of doing preliminary work on the 
establishment of a Government-owned 
telephone service in the province of 
Alberta. 

At the same time Attorney-General 
Cross asked ieave to introduce a bill 
to be known as the Municipal Tele- 
phone Act. which proposes to empower 
municipalities to go into the telephone 
business. 

The one is evidently the complement 
of the other. It is clear that the Gov- 
ernment intends establishing long dis- 
tance lines throughout the province of 
Alberta, empowering the municipalities 
to establish local lines and providing 
for the harmonious working together 
of the two systems. 

There is no announcement, of course, 
the public works department of 
what preliminary work will be under- 


| taken between now’ and the time that 


the House meets again. The Municipal 
Telephone Act, however, goes into force 
upon assent and provides in sweeping 


terms the modus operandi by which 
municipalities may go into the tele- 
phone business at once. 

The act provides that any city, town 
or organized improvement district may 
establish, own and operate a telephone 
system and carry on the business in 
the same manner as a private comé 
pany. The act provides that franchises 
already granted, shail stand, but other- 
| wise the council is given complete ex- 
propriation powers, allowing them to 
cross any land or put their lines and 
poles wherever they find advisable. 

The municipalities are required by 
the act to keep accounts of the tele- 
| phone business separate from any other 
er municipal accounts, and only in the 
| case of a surplus shall moneys be tak- 
len from the telephone account and plac- 
ed to public revenue. All telephone 
rates are to be treated the same as 
taxes and collectable in the same way. 
All officers are elégied and dismissed 
at the pleasure of the council. Muni- 
cipalities are given power to levy a 
| special assessment for the purpose ot

It would be difficult to frame a more 
sweeping clause, as by this municipal- 
ities are given absolute power to frame 
any kind of a deal they choose with 
any construction company for the erec- 
tion of a telephone system and for long 
distance service. 

The act practically brings into effect 
the machinery for the establishment 
of municipal and government-owned 
telephone lines throughout the 
ince of Alberta. The whole Dominion 
of Canada and every state in the Amer-

WILL LOCATE LINE 10 COAST 


Vancouver Report Says Parties Wili Take the Field at 
Once Through Both Yellowhead and Pine River Passes 


Vancouver, May 3.—Authorative ad- 
vices reached the city today that the 
Canadian Northern Railway Company 
is organizing survey parties with the 
object of locating a line this summer 
between the summit of the Rockies and 
the Pacific coast. Engineers have al- 
ready been selected ard surveys will 
be made beth through the Yellowhead 
and Pine River passes. This means 2 
lively rivalry between the Canadian 
Nerthern Railway and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific to get the first locations 
which will give an enormous advaniage 
in the way of gradients. The line 
which hag its plan first at Ottawa will 
have the choice of the routes. 

The Canadian Northern surveyors 
will commence their labors in both 
passes as the Grand Trunk Pacific 
parties are already in the field heading 
for these locations.

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The member for Lssombe gaid that 
in almost all cages the municipal coun- 
ciis, so fer as his observation went, 
were willing to give their deliberations 
the widest publicity. He did not think 
that any council would take advantage 
of such a clause to conduct any bus- 
iness behind closed doors that should 
be done openly. 

Attorney-General Cross, the member 
Edmonton, said that apparently the 
members of the Legis!ature, or some o: 
them, did not seem to understand the 
nature of tne case. The charter, with- 
out the amendment, had bean in force 
in Edmonton for over a year during 
which time the council have had, to 
his certain knowledge, several private 
meetings, where matters were discussed 
which toucned the city’s welfare. At 
some of these meetings, to his- know- 
leige, the press were present, and 
the city had not suffered by the fact. 
He thought inat the press of the city 
would always be found loyal enougn to 
the city’s interests not to make public 
facts which would be detrimental to 
the city’s interests. In the past when 
there was no such clause the city has 
not suffered from any such cause. It 
might be all right, in order to cover 
certain specific cages to make legai 
such proceedings, and if the city coun- 
cil could show that the city had gut- 
fered from the Jack of it he would be 
willing to consider the matter, but the 
incorporation of such a clause, while 
he did not say that it would be taken 
advantage of by the present council, 
makes possible the use of it which 
might work very detrimentally to the 
city’s interests. 

Mr. McKenzie, the member for Mc- 
Leoi, said there might be matters. such 
as spoken of by the member for Stur- 
geon, which might properly be kept 
secret, but in such cases it might eas- 
ily be possible to gather together the! 
personnel of the council and discuss | 
such matters formerly. But when 
suére were points to be dicided anc 
votes to be given then the votes and 
proceedings should be open to all the 
world. It was, he said, a very danger- 
ous principle to establish or to incor-! 
porate in any charter to allow any 
council to hold its meetings in secret 

The motion to cut out the clause was | 
put by John T. Moore who was holding | 
the position of deputy-chairman, while | 
Mr. Boyle was on the floor of the | 
House, and was carried. without a dis- 
sent. 

With regard to clause 27, which pro- 
posed to vest all powers in the council 
who should have power to delegate 
them to the commissioners, Mr. Cross 
said that the Legislature had heard 
both sides from the delegations which 
spoke before the Heuse recently, when 
Mr. Griesbach, Mr. Short and others 
addressed the committee, and thet had 
had an opportunity to familiarize them- | 
selves with both sides of the case at | 
that tmie. He had taken occasion to| 
visit the council and to ask them re- 
garding the change. He had found that 
they were net unanimous. One mem- 
ber at least was opposed to the change.

Short were entirely aside from ths! 
real question. It realiy made no dif- 
ference froia whence the commigssion- 
ers derived their power if the public 
ever got achance at the commission- 
ers. If it was so arranged that a ma- 
jority vote of the council was gsui- 
ficient to dismiss the council the city 
would then have democratic govern- 
ment. 

Mr. McCauley believed that the com- 
missioner system had not been given a 
fain trial; that it should be tried for at 
least another year. 

Mr. Cushing said that no matter what 
system was adopted there was going to 
be trouble. Commissioners should not 
be dismissed by a siimpie majority. 
They were there for the purpose oi 
giving stability to the city government. 
The personnel of the council usually 
changed with each eiection and thenew 
council, inexperienced in municipal af- 
fairs, was likely to make some grave 
mistakes. He never saw a new mem- 
ber of the council yet who did not 
think that everything was all wrong, 
and that he was going to fix it. A/ter 
he’ was there awhile he found out dii- 
ferent. He thought tne Legislature 
should let the charter stand as it was 
for,a while. 

Mr. Boyle reiterated his argumentin 
the matter stating that in his opinion 
Alderman Griesbach’s point was not 
well taken. He thought that the re- 
medy was to be found in annual elec- 
tions of the whole council and pro- 
vision for the dismissal of the council 
by a majority of a two-third vote. He 
believed that the people of Edmonton 
were intelligent enough to be capable 
of self-government and he thougnt they 
should get it. 

Mr. Cross said that as the member 
for Edmonton he had been asked to 
present this bill. In view of the fact 
that at the next session of the House 
the Government intend to bring dowa 
an entirely new municipal act and 
that the Edmonton council is working 
out under this charter in a manner 
which they now said was satisfactory, 
it might be as well that the charter be 
left as it is now for the time being. 
One clause at least, that with regard 
to the two-third vote, the council now 
said it did not want changed and as 
for the other, with regard to the pow- 
ers of commissioners, they were not 
unanimous. He thought that even the 
council themselves would recognize that 
no great hardship would be experienced 
by leaving matters stand as they were 
for eight months more. “If the city 
council of Edmonton, ask me at the 
next session to make changes in the 
charter—if they can show me that it 
is ra, worl:ing out tight—it wil be my 
bounden duty to bring in legislation 
t@ remedy the defects.” It jwas his per- 
sonal opinion, he said that the matter 
could be remediei now, but the mem-| 
bers of the council did not want the 
remedy that he would suggest.
